A friend of mine who lives alone lights a fire every evening in her 
open hearth because of the companionship that it provides; "| 
entertain the fire", she says, “and it entertains me” 


Гсап well understand this because |, too, like to sit by an open fire. 
What fun it is, either alone or with friends, to sit close to the hearth 
and watch the dancing flames, There is no better place to chat or 
to keep silent than in front of a roaring blaze where the leaping 
flames give such enticement to fantasy and meditation. 


Those who know what fun it is to gaze into the orange-red flames 
and enjoy their comforting glow will be scarcely surprised that 
open fireplaces are once again demanded by many new home 
owners. The flames produce such a restful mood; beyond the small 
area of light the darkness is undisturbed and we can stay in the 
warmth and banish all troublesome thoughts from our mind. 


The blaze that we find so fascinating is symbolic of our need for 
that warmth that is so lacking in the world today, the warmth of 
interpersonal relationships. When man discovered the art of using 
fire about a hundred thousand years ago he was still living in 
gloomy caves and we can well imagine the benefit that its light and 
heat provided. 


Fire was a spirit in all mythology and the magic relationship 
between man and fire engendered so long ago is still deeply 
ingrained in us. Prometheus, so the wise men told, brought fire 
from heaven and the gods shackled him to a rock in punishment, 
for he had robbed them of their possession.

There was no call then 
to stimulate a communal way of life artificially because 
neighbourliness was an essential means of survival and all were 
united in the lamplight by the fireside. 


It is no wonder that people now again yearn for a homely blaze in 
an open fireplace. Having lost their inner tranquillity in the general 
turmoil of today they seek it again in the spiritually satisfying glow 
fromthe grate. 


The candle, no longer an article in daily household use, sheds a 
light that casts a romantic spell. "Ву candlelight’, the very words 
Stir our imagination. The soft radiance produces a mood of 
enchantment, the eyes sparkle, the skin glows with new 
luminance, women become more beautiful. 


If you yearn for tranquil hours, kindle a flame and, alone or in 
company, let yourself fall under its spell.

Two different methods for making up the revers 

You can sew the seam between the revers facing and the top collar by hand which is 
the simplest method and the one preferred for very soft fabrics. ما‎ the second 
method, this seam is stitched by machine. This requires a little more skill than the 
first method. It is recommended for very smooth and hard woven fabrics where it is 
difficult to hide hand stitching. 

A hand sewn seam із the simplest 

Photo 1. Iron interfacing to the two fronts and to the undercollar on wrong sides. 
Work 2 rows of machine gathers along the front shoulders above and below the 
stitching line. Pull up the threads on the inside to the desired width and wind ends 
round pins. Photo 2 Pin yoke in the middle of the two rows of gathers, baste and 
stitch. Photo 3. Top stitch shoulder seams close to seam and 8 mm in, Photo 4. Place 
two fronts together with right sides facing and join the centre seam below the line 
marked A. Cut below this line, first horizontally and then diagonally towards the first 
Stitch. Photo 5. Press the centre seam flat. With right sides facing, pin the facing to 
the right front. Remember to allow 1 — 3 mm extra length and width at the revers 
corners of the facing so that the corners of the revers do not point upwards when the 
dress is finished. 

The same applies to the collar. The easing in of the length and width is explained in 
greater detail in our new sewing course on page 94. 

Always work from the interfaced side. When stitching on the facing, begin on the 
right front below the short horizontal seam, stitch as far as the corner of the revers, 
then to the point where the collar is attached. Work in the reverse order for the left 
front: begin at the collar attachment point and join the horizontal seam to the centre 
seam last. Photo 6. Clip the seam allowance at the point where the collar is attached 
right up to the line of stitching. 

Photo 7. Pin the slightly larger top collar in position from the interfaced undercollar 
Side. Stitch collars together from interfaced side. Photo 8. Turn collar, baste, do the 
same with the revers, Photo 9. Pin undercollar to neck edge, baste,stitch. Press this 
seam flat. Photo 10. Hem facing and top collar together with fine, invisible stitches. 
Photo 11. Top stitch edges: begin on the right revers facing slightly below the revers 
fold line. First stitch close to the edge right the way round the top collar as far as the 
fold line on the left revers. Then work the second row of stitching 8 mm from the first. 
Now, from the right side, top stitch the two front edges of the dress. Photo 12. Catch 
facing to centre seam. 

The pockets 

Stitch flaps and pocket pieces together (photos 13 and 14). Photo 15. Turn, top stitch 
flap on right side, make buttonhole. Photo 16. Pin in position, baste. Photo 17. Top 
Stitch. Now join the back yoke seam and then the side seams.

Machine-stitched revers 

Clip seam allowance on both revers and on revers facings right up to the point 
where the collar is attached.

Pin top collar to undercollar, 
allowing a little extra fullness, baste. Photo 24. Stitch two collar pieces together 
from the interfaced undercollar side. Now pin the facings to the revers and stitch the 
front edges and the revers together from the interfaced side; take care not to stitch 
in the collar pieces. Trim seam allowances, turn collar and revers to right side. Photo 
25. Baste edges.

Special Pattern for the Fuller Figure 8379 

Elegant with or without collar 

To achieve the attractive drape to the collar it is important to use very fine, supple 
jersey fabric. 

The cowl collar is not attached to the dress. The lower edge is cut slightly wider that 
the top edge and it is therefore a good idea to mark the lower edge so that you know 
which way to put on the collar. 

Make up the dress in the following order 

Photo 1, Pin darts, Beginning at the wide end of the dart, stitch over the pins 
towards the point. Use narrow zigzag stitch (3 mm stitch length) so that the seams 
remain supple like the fabric. Photo 2. Press the darts downwards. Pin side seam, 
stitch, press flat. 

Photo 3. Trim top edge of leather band with pinking shears trom wrong side. Photo 
4. Join the sleeve seams and press flat. Baste the hern to the wrong side. Join leather 
bands to form circles. Photo 5, First stitch the lower edge of the band to the edge of 
the sleeve and then stitch the pinked edge in position, taking in the hem allowance. 
Photo 7. To prevent the leather band from slipping when you stitch it, stick it in 
position with special fabric glue first.

White cabbage is popular for raw, vegetarian dishes, especially coleslaws. Chop the 
cabbage, blanch it in hot water and serve it with a dressing of vinegar, oil, salt, 
pepper and caraway seed. 

Savoy cabbage with us ranks third in popularity as a vegetable after white and red 
cabbage. It is particularly delicious served in a creamy sauce (see recipe on pp. 

184/185). 

Savoury stuffed tomatoes 

Cut a lid of 8 large tomatoes and hollow them out. Set them upside down on a dish to 
drain. Dice 1 onion and 2 slices of speck and saute until golden, then add 9 oz 

minced meat. Fry meat for a short while, then remove from heat and stir in 1 egg, 1 
tbs. chopped herbs, salt, pepper and nutmeg; mix carefully. Stuff tomatoes with this 
mixture. Bring tomato pulp, Us pt. stock and 1 small can of tomato concentrate to 
the boil in an oven-proof dish. Set stuffed tomatoes in the sauce and cook them in 
the oven for 35 min. at 360* F/180* C. Serve with plain rice. 

Young corn cobs are the most succulent, tender and sweet 

Corn on the cob 

Remove leaves from 8 fresh cobs; remove whiskers. Wash cobs. Mix 3 tbs. butter, 
with 2 tsp. mustard, 2 tsp. horseradish (grated), salt, pepper and chopped parsley. 
Arrange cobs in pairs on sheets of aluminium kitchen foil and brush each cob with 
the savoury butter, then wrap in foil. Bake cobs for abt. 30 min. in oven at 435° F/225 

C. Serve with bread and ham. (Canned cobs need only 20 min. in the oven.)

Pasta/noodles 


Pasta/noodies are very versatile. Because of their neutral taste they harmonize with 
meat, fish, poultry liver, speck, ham, vegetables, mushrooms and other edible fungi 
and eggs. They are simple to prepare and therefore feature in the standard cookery 
programme of many batchelors and inexperienced young housewives.

9 Ib., 2 stale rolls, 4 slices 
smoked speck, 2 onions, 1 clove of garlic, 4 poultry livers, 13١4 oz. minced pork ог 
pork sausage meat. bunch of parsley. salt. pepper, thyme. rosemary, caraway seed. 2 
carrots and ۲۵ pt. meat stock prepared with a stock cube. 

Method 

1—Cut out the stalk. Boil white cabbage for 15 min and Savoy cabbage for 10 mın 
in Salted water. Drain and rinse cabbage under cold water. drain again 

2— Soak rolls in cold water Squeeze out water carefully with the hands. 

3 — Fry speck. When crisp take slices oul of pan and saute chopped onions and 
garlic in hot fat 

4 — Add coarsely chopped liver and fry for 1 min. When cool mix with minced pork 
soaked rolls, chopped parsley. salt. pepper. thyme and rosemary 

5 — Separate cabbage into individual leaves, cutting out the thick ribs. For each 
“cabbage parcel’ place 2-3 small leaves on 1 large leaf. sprinkle with salt and 
caraway seed. Divide stuffing into portions on leaves. 

6 — Roll up leaves from base of ribs: take care not to squeeze out any stuffing at the 
sides 

7 — Arrange peeled. sliced carrots in an oven-prool dish, place stuffed cabbage 
leaves on top and cover with speck slices. 

B — Pour on stock, cover with greased grease-proof paper. Cook in the oven lor 1 
hour at 360° F/1B0° C (gas mark 2). Thicken sauce with some instant gravy powder it

— Mix butter with 
lemon juice, salt, aromat or Fondor seasoning, garlic salt, parsley, Worcester sauce 
and green peppercorns. Roll butter in aluminium kitchen foil and put it in the fridge. 
Savour cabbage: Boil cabbage without the stalk for 5 min. in salted water, then rinse 
it under running cold water. Chop the cabbage. Saute diced onions in 1 oz. of fat 
until golden, add cabbage, salt, pepper and caraway seed and cook on low heat for 
10 min.

Baked apples with vanilla sauce 

Core 4 apples. Mix 1 oz. chopped hazelnuts with 1 tbs. sugar and 2 tbs, red-fruit jam. 
Fill cored apples with this mixture and bake in the preheated oven for 35 min. at 360* 
F/180* C. Vanilla sauce: Stir 2 egg-yolks with 1 heaped tbs. sugar and the soft pulp 
of Us vanilla pod in a bain Marie until creamy. Prepare 1 packet of instant ship 
dessert and mix with egg cream.

Glossary of cookery terms 

Pears contain calcium (important for bone formation) blood-forming iron. 
potassium and phosphorus (important for brain function). The first home-grown 
pears are available from August onwards. Unfortunately this healthy fruit does not 
keep nearly as well as apples and when rip rots very quickly. Only pears that are not 
yet fully ripe can be stored for a short while. 

Crêpes: Crêpe is the French name of a lightweight fabric. Crêpes are equally thin 
pancakes cooked in butter and served with sweet or savoury fillings. Crépes suzette 
are a speciality of French haute cuisine; they are set ablaze with Grand Marnier and 
brandy, i.e. flambéed, 

Sambals: A condiment made typically of roasted crushed red peppers. pickles, 
grated coconut, salt fish or fish roe, although its composition varies. It Is medium to 
very hot and gives Chinese and Indonesian dishes their exotic flavour. 

A relish is something added to plain dishes to impart extra flavour; in particular 
finely chopped sweet-sour pickled mixed fruit and vegetables to which various 
Spices are added. Relishes add zest to flash-fried meat, minced meat dishes and 
poultry. 

There are different varieties of radish. The white to pinkish variety is available trom 
March to September and the black winter radish from October to February 
Radishes are rich in calcium and potassium and are good for people with kidney and 
urinary bladder complaints. They owe their pungent taste to their high content of 
volatile mustard oils. In Bavaria radishes are popular with beer. They are cut into 
spirals and salted to draw oul some of their juice, after which they are just right to 
eat. 


Your ''rumtopf" in September 

This month blackberries and pears should be added to your collection of fruit 
marinading in rum. Carefully pick over 18 oz. of fully ripe blackberries, wash and 
drain them, then sprinkle them with 9 oz. ot sugar. After 1 hour add sugared berries 
to the fruit in your “rumtopf" and top up with rum 54 % so that the berries are 
covered by a finger's breadth of rum. Pears are peeled, cored and cut into small 
pieces before they are sugared.
